Information Survey (LIBGIS) pattern of an integrated system of core 
questions repeated in the surveys of different types of libraries, with 
special non-core qixestibns for each different typ^. - . 

However the one type of library for which no systematic or 
repeated surveys ha:^e been done 'TOS, the special library. In an effort 
to fill this g^p, NCES in recent years has conducted questionnaire 
stnrveys of various differ eiit sub-groups of special libraries, e.g., 
state library agencies^ Federal Govemmentt libraries, and special 
libraries at the state government level. The results -of this last 
survey constitute the basis of this report. . 

The survey instrument (repirbduced here as an appendix) was 
Sent but inv 1978, and asked fbr data for fiscal 1977. The form was sent 
to 1^400 libraries known or thought tb be eligible; usable responses were 
received from 1^134 or 81%. This was the first time this set of libraries 
had' been surveyed, and some of the non-respondents undoubtedly were 
libraries which do hot belong; in this group. The completed forms were . 
reviewed and the responses put on computer tape ^ and 14 basic tables 
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prepared, id pkrt by the Ohio State Library; Tn the fall of 1979; NCES- 
a£:ked the Library Resear-ch Ceiiter of ^the University of Illiiidis to- 
complete the study; the off er was accepted and this report is the

It should be 'made clear that the people at. the Library Research 
Center have never gone back to the original responses' or gone' behind the 
computer tape" of coded data which was sxipplied by NCES. We have noticed 
for exa^ie that ti:bies of data for the individiial states do not include' 
Michigan. According to NdES, several follow-up efforts failed to elicit 
responses from libraries in that State. Furthermore, NCES provide us 
with Tables 1-14 and we have used them without change (except Talile 4 
for which we completed the percentiles by hand and kept only the totals 
for the 15 types of libraries). The rest of the tables and. all of the 
report are the responsibility of the Librarjr Res.earch Center.. 

Tables 1 to 3 in the appeiidix, constitute the institutional 
data. Every one of the 1,134 respondents is listed in each of the three 
tables, fir it alphabet icaiijr -by state and then alpfiabetically by the 
name of the library. Coitimn (2) of Table 11 shows the distribution of 
respondents by stat^.

rendered (or even better the effect on the user of service rendered) is 
clearly more important^ it is also much more dif f iculti In part this 
difficulty arises from the fact that measures of services (and the effects 
of service) require data or response^ from individual users; this compli- 
cates the reporting prdc^ss and reqtiires that libraries fchbw mote than a 
year in advance what data from users will Seed to be collected. . However 
it is not an impossible task, and of course use of a saiple of respondents 
is indicated. In any case it must be said that agencies (like NCES) which 
compile library , statistics on a recurring basis have an obligation to 
increase the attention given tc measures of output. At that^ the 
-questionnaire used for this survi^ of special libraries at the state 
level is more advanced than those used in other library surveys, in that 
only 3 of 12 meastSes of output on this form are in the LIBGIS core

The natural, comparison grot^ fbf these libraries at the state 
level consists of the special libraries in the Federal Government. The 
1972- Survey of Special Libraries will be used extensively in this report 
for this purpose, especially insofar as we can delete the data (a) for 
the Federal educational and quasi-public , libraries which have no counter- 
part in the data from the present' surv^, and (b) for the three national 
libraries which of course correspond to the Comprehensive Reference 
libraries but are so mxi'ch larger that they distort the -picture.

The average support from the state governments for the 141 Comprehensive Ref- 
erence, and Law and Legislation libraries (Group A) was about/ $286,500 (or 6% 
of their kverage receipts from all sources); for the 400 inistitutidnal li-* 
brarles^.CGrbup ^ $17,900 (81%); and for the 593 technical libraries (Group ' 
• C), $21,800 (76%). . ^ 

Federal support for these state-level special libraries was drfined 
' to include LSCA and CETA funds. The presumption xs that some (but^jiot all) - 
of the Compreheniive Reference libraries recorded here their state's- total 
LSCA allotment.

In 8 of the 15 types of libraries, the average 
expenditure for salaries in 1977 was less that $15,000; and the median 
expenditure for salaries of all 1^134 libraries was beidw $12^000. .

Table 5 shows that Law and Legislation libraries spent 26S of 
all their money oh bobks^ six times the percentage in Hist dry libraries.

Th^ Comprehensive 
Reference libraries were highest on a per library basis, with' respect to ail 
three categories. On the average, the area of the Comprehensive Reference 
libraries was 12 times larger than the average of all other library types 
combined; they^ had an average of 17 times more shelving ' than the others/com- 
bined^ but they had only three times as many seats for patrons. It is interesting 
to note that the Adult Corrections libraries had nearly as many 'seats available 
per library as the Comprehensive Reference type, while* much smaller in flbbr 
area.
